MOSCOW (AP)—Premier Khru- 


shchev said today the Soviet Un- 
ion had built 50- and 100-megaton 
bombs so that they would hang 
over the heads of Western powers 
like the sword of Damocles. 


He told delegates to the Com- 


munist-dominated 'congress of the 
World Federation of Trade Un- 
ions that the Soviet Union had no 
plans to use such bombs "but we 
shall certainly use this weapon 
against the enemy if they unleash 
a new war. 


"The

bombs will always hang over 
their heads like the sword of 
Damocles," he said. 


Lesson From History

The Russian premier drew his 


allusion from ancient Greek his- 
tory. Damocles was rebuked and 
forced to sit at a royal banquet 
with a sword suspended over his 
head by a hair. 


Speaking excitedly from 
the 


platform in the Kremlin's red 
and gray Hall of Congresses, he 
said that there was not a point 


the globe that could not be 


reached by Soviet rockets and he 
thought that was a strong deter- 
rent against aggressive forces. 


Khrushchev expressed dismay 


that not everybody in the world 
appreciated the "correctness" of 
the Soviet Union's decision to re- 
sume nuclear testing in the air. 


He said that many honest peo- 


ple had expressed concern about 
the health danger. 


But, 
he claimed, "The socialist 


countries have to think first, not 
about fallout shelters but how to 
avoid having nuclear bombs fall 
on our heads. 


"Do you want us to create con- 


ditions in which they would throw 
bombs at us and also clean the 
air for them?" he said. "We 
would be slobbering "idiots if we 
did not carry out the nuclear 
tests. This is the only correct line 
and the one we have chosen." 


When 
Khrushchev concluded 


there was stormy applause and 
the delegates gathered from all 
over the world stood up and 
joined him in singing the Inter- 
nationale. 


Khrushchev laughed at Presi 


dent Kennedy's proposal for an 
internationally controlled corridor 
to West Berlin.

"They still think of the Soviet 
Union as it used to be. They do 
not realize we have changed our 
shorts for long pants." 


HARTFORD, Conn. (AP)-Fire

More than 100 other persons 


were trapped in hospital rooms as 
the fire transformed once gleam- 
ing corridors into a mass of 
charred debris. 


Six patients, five visitors and 


four hospital staff members were 
among the dead. Two of the visit- 
ors had been to see their ill hus- 
bands. There were 793 patients in 
the hospital at the time. 


immediate Investigation 


An almost immediate investiga- 


tion and hearing put witness after 
witness — some of them still 
disheveled and soot-marked — be- 
fore fire officials in an effort to 
pinpoint the cause. 


The cause was not clear. Per- 


haps a lighted cigarette, said one 
hospital official. Perhaps 
somej 


kind of escaped gas, said another. 


The formal interrogation session 


lasted for six hours and was re- 
cessed until today. 


One doctor said flames raced 


along the ceiling. Another said a 
billow of flame dropped down 
from the ceiling "like a blow- 
torch " 


Thick smoke and a muffled ex- 


plosion accompanied the blast of 
flame that spouted from the trash 
chute at the ninth floor. 


Screams for Help 


Patients screamed for help from 


their windows. Rescuers fought 
through smoke and fire as they 
carried helpless patients to safety 
down stairs or by the few eleva- 
tors still working. 


Nurses remained with their pa- 


tients to prevent panic despite 
choking smoke and approaching 
flames. They ran through cor- 
ridors, slamming doors shut as a 
safety measure until they were 
forced to seek refuge in rooms. 


Rescuers evacuated all patients 


from the eighth floor up in the 
$10-million, 13-story hospital that 
v-as built 13 years ago and was 
regarded as almost fireproof. 


Firemen tried to reach trapped 


patients on the ninth floor with 
extension ladders. But most of the 
ladders went only as high as the 
eighth floor. 


Some patients were carried to 


safety while plasma bottles still 
were attached to their arms. 


One of the hospital staff mem- 


bers, 
33-year-old 
Dr. Norman 


Hedenstad, perished in the flames 
as he tried to close a door at the 
end of a corridor to prevent the 
spread of the fire. 


Andrew Agogliati, 53, of Fram- 


ingham, Mass., one of four pati- 
ents in a ninth floor room, heard 
a shout: "Get the patients out!" 


He got out of bed—"Although 


I'm not supposed to"—and saw 
flames and smoke. Visitors in the 
room used blankets and sheets to 
seal cracks around the door to 
keep smoke out. 


"We all opened the windows 


and the smoke went out," he said. 
"So we just stayed there and tried 
not to panic."

But 
cotton planters in other countries would 
sell it cheaper. As the need for cotton in- 
creased, other cotton producers took ad- 
vantage of our high price and increased 
their output. 


American stockpiles of cotton grew, so 


the government allowed other nations to 
buy our cotton at a lower price than 
Americans. This helped our cotton pro- 
ducers and the taxpayers in general 
since we didn't have to pay interest on 
so much surplus cotton. But it put a se- 
vere handicap upon companies in this 
country \\hich used cotton. Japanese tex- 
tile -mills, in particular, able to buy 
American cotton at a lower price and 
paying lower wages to mill workers than 
required in the United States, have a con- 
siderable advantage over American mills 


Discount Retailing 


Is discount retailing coming or going? 
Several large retail organizations such 


as Woolvorth, Montgomery Ward and 
many others have indicated an interest 
in the discount form of retailing. At the 
same time. Dr. William 
R. Davidson, 


professor of business at Ohio State Uni- 
versity says that discount operation as a 
distinctive form of retailing, is nearing 
an end. His article published in the cur- 
rent issue of Department 
Store Econo- 


mist says that while the orthodox com- 
petitors are in a scramble to imitate dis- 
count houses, the discounters have been 
moving in the 
direction 
of orthodoxy. 


The results of these two currents in op- 
posite directions Dr. Davidson says, is 
that when anyone discounts an i t e m. 
nearly everyone does. Because the time 
is appi caching when the term discount 
will have no more appeal than self serv- 
ice in the grocery trade, he says. It is 
his opinion that price no longer is the 
primary appeal for patronage 
and the 


latest trend is to return to the standard 
practice? of merchandising. 


Kashmir and the U.N. 


Another defeat for United Nations au- 


thority seems to be in the making. About 
the 
only way the 
U.N. will be able 


to save face in the issue is for another 
Russian \eto in the Security Council. 


This tsme the issue is the Kashmir 


whicn was brought to the attention of the 
United Nations once before. The dispute 
goes back to the separation of India and 
Pakistan after World War II and the hid- 
eous religious massacres that occurred. 
By the terms of separation. Kashmir was 
to decide in the future, when "normal'' 
conditions prevailed, whether it was to 
belong to India or Pakistan. But a people 
on the verge of civil war seems to be 
normal for the Kashmir. 


In 1947. the Moslems, who make up 


about two-thirds of the population, began 
to rebel against the ruling maharajah 
who is Hindu. He hastily decided that the 
land should belong to India. Indian troops 
came in to put down the rebellion which 
was helped by Pakistan tribesmen. A 
cease-fire was arranged through U.N. ne- 
gotiation and the Security 
Council took 


up the matter of a plebiscite. A veto by 
Russia killed it. 


President Ayub and Premier Nehru 


have met once in an effort to work out 


in producing textiles to sell In the United 
States. The Japanese have, informally 
agreed not to load too many goods on our 
. market but the pinch still is rough. 


The temptation in this maze of regula- 


tion is to throw everything out and start 
over. But dumping our surplus cotton on 
world markets would ruin major indus- 
tries in a number of nations as well as 
our own. Whether we are happy about it 
or. not, a great many industries develop 
and are even 
built upon government 


regulation. And cotton, unlike food sur- 
pluses, cannot be used locally for school 
lunch or welfare programs. 


These latter programs are one of the 


best ways of subsidizing farm producers. 
Youngsters and the indigent get the food 
they should have and prices are kept at 
a reasonable level. We may well argue 
that the programs thereby encourage 
the production of unneeded food which is 
certainly true in the United States. But as 
long as a great many people in the world 
do not get enough to eat, we can hardly 
discourage too strenuously the production 
of food. It may be that government ex- 
perts who are working seriously on the 
problem will come up with a solution. 


But free trade, or freer trade, is not a 


simple matter to solve. Nor is it the 
United States' business to solve -it alone. 
As Congressman Bow pointed 
out, we 


must expect European nations to lower 
tariffs on our goods too and they have 
not been too liberal in such reductions 
even in recent years. 


In -actual practice, retail merchants 


buy goods from manufacturers or whole- 
salers and sell them to the consumers. 
They have similar problems. To solve 
these problems alert merchants are al- 
ways intioducing new ideas some of 
which effect savings through efficient op- 
eration 
and some of which please cus- 


tomers by providing the service they de- 
sire. But every merchant's store is an 
open book to his competitors and success- 
ful new ideas soon are being used by all 
the competitors in any particular field. 
There is continual 
advancement and im- 


provement in retail merchandising be- 
cause the most successful ideas are~ con- 
tinued in use. The progress is marked 
from trials, successes and failures, but 
in the long run the good ideas of the 
past tend to be retained with the latest 
innovation which proved successful. 
Right 


now there is a considerable turmoil in 
the retail field, but it can scarcely be 
doubted that the sound ideas of the past 
will continue to be used until they are re- 
placed fay better ones. 


the matter peacefully and did agree on 
arranging that water, with a source in 
the Indian-held side, be made 
available 


to those on the Pakistan side. But, while 
Pakistan calls for the plebiscite, India for 
obvious reasons refuses. There is some 
validity to the Indian point of view. Reli- 
gious differences between Moslems and 
Hindus are not settled or discussed. They 
are 
fought 
over bloodily and without 


quarter. The least hint of either side be- 
coming predominant in numbers or pow- 
er is likely to cause an outbreak of horror 
and slaughter. 


If thc issue goes to the General As- 


sembly, it-is possible that India will be or- 
dered to go along with a plebiscite. Would 
Nehru obey? 


If it goes back to the Security Council, 


the logical place, Russia might 
again 


veto a plebiscite to demonstrate to Pak- 
istan where power is and to hold a sword 
over Nehru's head. 


Self-determination is not an automatic 


thing that merely needs the theoretic ap- 
proval of public opinion. Even to a man 
so dedicated to it as is Nehru, it is easy 
to rationalize away when the vote is sure 
to go against him. Whether or not he 
would go so far as to defy the United 
Nations remains to be seen.

In 1508, an expedition of sev- 


eral hundred Spanish colonists 
— •led by Don Juan de Onate, 
and complete with 11 Francis- 
can friars, a herd of several 
thousand bawling cattle, a col- 
umn of helmeted troops, and a 
creaking line of supply carts — 
lumbered north across Mexico 
to the Rio Grande. On the banks 
of the river, slightly south .of 
the future site of £1 Paso, they

Then a supposedly docile 
people 
made 
American 


history 
by 'staging 
the 


only successful Indian re- 
volt against 
the white 


man. The- account of it 
is taken from a new book 
on great Indian chiefs. 


took possession of all the "lands, 
pueblos, cities, villas, of whatso- 
ever nature now founded in the 
kingdom and province of New 
Mexico . . . and all its native 
Indians." 


For 82 years thereafter; suc- 


cessive generations of Spanish 
governors, priests, troops and 
settlers extended their 'reign, 
forcing Indians, to submit to the 
two majesties of church 
and 


state, and impressing thousands 
of them into a cruel system of 
serfdom. 


Natives Revolt 


Then suddenly, in 1680, it was 


all over. In one of the most dra- 
matic uprisings in American In- 
dian history, the oppressed na- 
tives struck furiously for then- 
freedom. Streaming from pueb- 
los and cornfields in every part 
of the province, they slew 400 
Spaniards, drove 2,500 others in 
shock and terror back to Mexi- 
co, and in a few weeks swept 
their country clean of the white 
man's rule. 


Their stunning triumph, never 


again matched by natives in the 
New World, was organized and 
led by a shadowy Pueblo In- 
dian medicine man called Pope, 
who is still little known to his- 
tory. For the Spaniards defeat 
was humiliating enough, but it 
was added gall that an idola- 
trous medicine man, obviously 
an agent of the powers of dark- 
ness, had been the instrument 
by which the might and power 
of the Spanish Crown and the 
True Faith 
had 
been 
over- 


thrown. 


During their long rule, 
the 


Spaniards 
thought they 
had 


come to understand the Pueblo 
people. There were more than 
16.UOO of them, and though all 
lived in tall adobe buildings, 
they were not alike in customs, 
backgrounds, or languages. All 
of them could fight fiercely in 
defense of their homes, but gen- 
erally they were docile and obe- 
dient. 


On Aug. 15, 1680, the Pueblo Indians revolted 


against Spanish conquest and marched on Santa Fe. 
When peace efforts failed the Spaniards attacked and

Reinforcements from San 
Juan, Taos, pictured above, and Picuris strengthened 
the Indians who again besieged the capital. 


to the king of Spain and his 
Christian religion. When his au- 
thority was occasionally chal- 
lenged, de Onate sacked 
the 


pueblos and the harsh fate of 
the defenders cowed the rest into 
an uneasy peace. 


The governors who succeeded 


Onate abandoned all 
hope of 


finding treasure cities in the 
province, and so, after establish- 
ing the permanent Spanish capi- 
tal city of Santa Fe, turned their 
energies to grinding profits from 
the enforced labor of the na- 
tives. To favored men around 
them the governors granted en- 
comiendas, bodies of land that 
they seized from the Indians, 
and to which they bound the na- 
tive inhabitants as serfs. 


Forced Tribute 


Indians Bowled Over 


Past their cultural peak, the 


people were suddenly faced in 
the 16th century by two devel- 
opments that threatened 
their 


future: harrassment by Ute and 
Apache marauders 
from 
the 


north, and a second attempt by 
the Spaniards to 
find 
riches, 


which Coronado had failed to do 
ir, an earlier attempt. 


Under the leadership of Pan 


Juan de Onate. a huge expedi- 
tion awed the natives, and the 
pueblo chiefs pledged allegiance 


In addition, they ordered ev- 


eiy native to pay annual tri- 
butes of cloth, maize, and per- 
sonal labor to the colony, and 
Indians were soon working white 
men's fields, and manufacturing 
as slave laborers cotton,, wool, 
arid leather goods which the col- 
onists sold in the markets of 
Mexico. 


When they were not working 


for the governor and settlers, 
the natives were busy paying 
tribute in goods and services to 
the Franciscan ft iars whom they 
were forced to accept and sup- 
port in their pueblos. 


Despite earlier resistance 
to 


the priests' missionary endeav- 
ors — and in spite of the medi- 
cine men's 
anger — a large 


number of Pueblos eventually 
\\ere converted, accepting with 
moie curiosity than understand- 
ing the strange rituals of thc 
white man, and grafting them 
onto their own ancient beliets. 
But many Indians remained un- 
converted, and even the con- 
verted still called on their own 
medicine men. 


Colony Divided 


The white men did not help 


the'r own cause. An increasing 
drive for profits led to greater 
pressure on the 
Indians, and 


conflict broke out over policies 


that would have rushed the na- 
tives into total slavery. Many 
of the "Spaniards seriously be- 
lieved that' Indians were ani- 
mals rather than rational hu- 
mans, for, unlike civilized men, 
they had no greed for such 
things 
as 
jewels and 
gold. 


Though in their own way 
the 


priests were instruments of na- 
tive suppression, they could not 
agree that Indians did not pos- 
sess souls, and their protection 
of their charges against exces- 
sive exploitation brought them 
into conflict with the lay offi- 
cials. 


The question of whether I he 


governor or the Franciscan fri- 
ars had ultimate authority over 
the Indians divided the colony 
into two camps, and rocked it 
with a turmoil that grew worse 
under each 
succeeding gover- 


nor. As the contusion worsened, 
the Spaniards' authority 
over 


the Indians was undermined 
During the second half of the 
17th century, new 
difficulties 


struck the people of thc villages, 
and lor the first time in many 
years they began to wonder if 
thev had offended their ancient 
gods. 
There was 
a 
serious 


drought, bringing famine 
and 


disease, and raids by hungry 
Apaches. 


At this juncture, the fierce and 


mysterious figure of Pope sud- 
denly appeared. All his Hie Pope 
had resisted the Christian reli- 
gion and had struggled to keep 
alive the traditional Indian be- 
liefs. With thc coming of 
the 


drought, his religious activities 
began to take on political col- 
oring. Twice he was arrested' 
and flogged for telling I lie peo- 
ple that the Spaniards must 
leave 
, 


Spanish Ban Rituals 


His arrests did the Spaniards 


little good. The flames o( the 
fight for religious liberty that 
lie had started were setting fires 
in Indian towns everywhere. In 
alarm, the governor ordered all 
Indian dances and rituals hail- 
ed, and as many medicine men 
as possible arrested. 


This made matters worse 


Without their doctors, the peo- 
ple believed they were defense- 
less against the invisible pow- 
ers of evil. -A determined dele- 
gation of Christianized Indians 
marched on the governor, and 
told him the Indians would kill 
every Spaniard unless the pris- 
oners were turned over to them 
by sundown. Greatly outnumber- 
ed, 
the 
governor reluctantly 


fieed the doctors. 


Hate had spread everywhere 


now. and by midsummer of 1680. 
Pope decided that the time had 
come for a general revolt. 


At 7 o'ctock on the morning 


of Aug. 11. a panicked soldier 
came galloping into Santa Fe 
wilh the news that the Indians 
were on the maich For the next, 
three nighls there was little 
sleep in the capital, as the arm- 
ed Spaniards wailed for an at- 
tack On Aug. 14 a war paity of 
Indians arrived. 


Indians Flee to Hills 


The governor attempted to ne- 


gotiate with them, but failed, 
and next morning the soldiers 
attacked. By nightfall, the In- 
dians were fleeing to the fool- 
hills, bul their flight was hailed 
by Ihe arrival ol large rein- 
JO'X'cmcnfs 
from 
San 
Juan 


Taos. and Picuris. probably un- 
der Pope himselt. At dawn the 
capital was aga'n under siege. 


On 
Aug. 16, 2.500 
natives 


charged at daybreak, captured 
the garrison's water supply, and 
swarmed around the palace, but 
were temporarily held back by 
the barricaded defenders. 


Next day, the battle 
began 


again. The desperate Spaniards, 
many wounded, had a miserable 
night without water, but mcl 
the attackers licrcely The en- 
lirc city ol Santa Fc was burn- 
ing, but.the palace garrison, in 
a surprise attack, forced the In- 
dians to scatter into Ihe hills 


Despite 
their 
victory, 
the 


shaken defenders were in 
no 


mood to remain in Santa Fe 
They began an exodus south, 
honing to Imcl safety in Spanish 
colonies lower down on the Rio 
Grande But instead they found 
only empty pueblos, dead Span- 


iards, and burned ranches. Fin- 
ally, they reached El Paso, and 
safety among the friendly Nan- 
so Indians. 


Pueblos Regain Lands 


Behind them, the entire pro- 


vince of New Mexico was again 
in Pueblo hands. The native re- 
conquest of the country had been 
complete 
Some 400 Spaniards 


had been killed, including 21 of 
the J:3 friars. Pope and his fol- 
lowers moved into the ruins of 
Santa Fe and 
after dividing 


the spoils, ordered the people 
to forget everything they had 
learned from the Spaniards and 
return to the ways of their an- 
cestors. In each pueblo, cull 
leaders conducted ceremonies in 
winch the Christianized natives 
wore washed clean of their bap- 
lisrns with yucca suds. The use 
of both the Spanish language 
and Christian names was ban- 
ned. 


And yet Ihe Pueblo victory 


soon crumbled from within. The 
people's attempt to return to a 
manner of life that had existed 
before the coming of the white 
man proved 
impossible. 
With 


their oppression, the Spaniards 
had brought the material goods 
and culture of a higher civiliza- 
tion, and the natives coufd not 
easily abandon things which now 
seemed to them useful and de- 
sirable. Gradually, they began 
to oppose Pope's stern injunc- 
tions, and he retaliated vtath ex- 
ecutions and harsh punishments 
Inevitably, he turned into a ty- 
rant who even atfected the hat- 
ed ways of the ousted conquer- 
01 s. 


A few years after his trium- 


phal revolt, Pope died. Like 
many i evolutionists, he had suc- 
cessfully led his people in a pop- 
ular cause, only to betray them. 
The despotism of his reign help- 
ed to cloud his memory and left 
to history the image of an auto- 
cratic fanatic. But it could nol 
obscure the original patriotic 
motives of his uprising, nor the 
fact Ilia! tor a brief moment he 
freed his people from the oppres- 
sion of. a foreign conqueror.

Last week, Texas bought 220,- 


000 Blue Cross 
hospital]zation 


and medical care 
insurance 


policies — one for each person 
on the state's old-age assistance 
rolls. 


When these policies go into 


effect on Jan. l, two precedents 
will be broken. 


The state has never 
appro- 


priated funds 
specifically 
for 


aged indigent medical care. Un- 
til now, such care has been the 
responsibility of localities. 


And no other state has ever 


bought group hospitalization for 
welfare recipients. Texas is the 
first. 


Why? 
'01 course, aged indigent peo- 


ple who- become ill must have 
adequate 
medical 
care. We 


hope no one questions that. And 
under the old, local system they 
did not always get it. Perhaps 
the Blue Cross program, under- 
written by a nonprofit corpora- 
tion, will help cure some of the 
inadequacies. 


Its proponents also justify it 


for other reasons. 


One, not stated in so many 


words, is qin'te obviously the 
fart.that a great deal of loose 
federal money is lying around. 
By matching it, one fourth to 
three fourths. Texas can get 
some. 


Cost of the Blue Cross pro- 


gram is estimated at $23 mil- 
lion during 1962. Of that, the 


federal 
government 
will pro- 


vide $17.25 million, and 
the 


state government S5.75 million 
Since hospitalization payments 
under the plan will permit in- 
digent patients to go to private 
hospitals, chanty hospitals will 
have 
a smaller 
share of the 


burden. 


And as federal-state programs 


go, this one has a most favorable 
—for Texas—ratio. Contrast it to 
general old-age assitance, where 
Texas currently puts 
up $49 


million to the federal govern- 
ment's $85 million, 
or better 


than half. 


The Kennedy administration 


believes medical care for the 
aqed should be a part of the so- 
cial security system, and it pro- 
posed legislation during the last 
session of Congress to establish 
the program. The bill did not 
pass, but the administration has 
indicated it will try again next 
year. 


Opposition to the bill came 


mostly from those who believe 
it would be the beginning of a 
large-scale program of social- 
ized medicine.

OverSensitive Skin Brings 
Welts at Slightest Touch

"Dear Dr. Molner: Our daugh- 


ter, 16, has had trouble with hive- 
like welts for about six years.

"If she is out in the cold, her 


face, hands and feet swell and 
turn white. What can be done?— 
Mrs. V. M." 


Yes, it's embarrassing, . espe- 


cially for teen-agers who are al- 
ways so sensitive about the way 
they look. 


These welts don't mean that 


there's anything wrong with her 
health in the customary sense of 
the term. There isn't anything 
wrong with her, and there's noth- 
ing to apologize for. 


Typical Example 


She is, from the above descrip- 


tion, a typical example of a 
youngster with urticaria, which is 
a technical name for "hives." 


Besides that, she is a victim of 


what is k n o w n as dermato- 
graphia or "skin writing." Some 
people are so extra-sensitive that 
even a fairly light touch causes 
an excessive release of histamine 
from the cells of the body. This 
results in swelling, itching, etc. 


She has, basically, an allergic- 


type constitution. Why some have 
it and some don't is a mystery. 
Without any special reason for 
saying so, I feel that one of these 
years we will find out the why 
and wherefore of it. 


Chemical Factors 


Anyway, several types of in- 


fluences trigger this sort of con- 
dition. Chemical factors, such as 
drugs, may be involved, or super- 
sensitivity to penicillin, which is 
present in some foods. Or sen- 
sitivity to certain foods, which 
may mean anything from eggs or 
milk or seafood to strawberries 
or tomatoes, all of them common 
offenders. 


Emotional instability is another 


known factor—this is well worth 
considering in a teen-age girl. 
There may be a tendency to shy- 
ness, easy blushing, uncertainty 
of herself. Age and experience 
tends to cure this. 


If foods or chemicals are the 


strong offenders, identifying them 
and avoiding them is the answer, 
but finding them isn't always 
easy. A "basic elimination diet" 
may be set up by your doctor, 
having the youngster eat, for a 
time, only a few foods which are 
rarely found to stimulate hista- 
mine release. Then other foods 
are added to the diet, one at a 
time, to determine which ones do 
and which ones do not bother 
her. Desensitization may be ad- 
visable occasionally. 


And in some cases, antihista- 


mine drugs may "be used for tem- 
porary relief in acute instances. 
For example, they might be used 
before she goes out on a cold day.

Lecture Topic 


Series of Four 
Talks to be at 
Lawrence College 


"If the 20th century is the cen- 


tury of self-determinism, 1960 was 
the year of Africa," according to 
Melville Herskovits, Northwestern 
University 
professor of anthro- 


jwlogy, speaking on "The Emer- 
gence of African Nationalism" at 
Lawrence College Friday night in 
the first of four appearances ex- 
tending through Monday. 


In that year, areas of over three 


million square miles in sub-Sahar- 
an Africa became self-governing 
with their 53 million inhabitants 
joining the 90 million people in 
this part of the continent who had! 
already achieved self-government! 
by 1951. 


Herskovits pointed out. "Never 


in recent times have such exten- 
sive revolutions been accomplished 
so peacefully," 


Two Factors 


He saw two factors as central 


to an explanation of these dra- 
matic national developments, the 
constant agitation on the part of 
the Africans toward them and; 
the practices of the colonial pow- 
ers in earlier years. 


Strangely enough, Herskovits re- 


marked, "the philosophy of colo- 
nialism was such that it was in- 
evitable that it would dig its own 
grave." In its emphasis upon edu- 
cation of its subjects, it gave them 
the techniques to gain their own 
ends. 


Also important was the Euro- 


pean insistance upon treating poli- 
tics as a game played by the 
rules. The new nations outplayed 
their colonial powers, to win their 
independence.
